A nice ‘happy ending’.... Sunday, April 158, 2012, dawned cloudy and cool in the little community of Terrace Bay (150km East of 
Thunder Bay), located along the North Shore of Lake Superior. My friend and fellow Conservation Officer Jeff Anderson 
stopped by the house, my wife Eleanor made fresh coffee and we were enjoying a day off now that the fishing season for walleye 
had finally closed. When the phone rang that morning, it was to alert us that a moose was helplessly mired in a spillway next to 
the town’s pulp mill. Normally, the hustle and bustle of a busy factory would discourage wildlife from getting too close, but in 
this case, the mill had been idle for quite some time and the mill yard was quiet and tranquil. The large man-made ponds that 
surround the property are part of a system used to treat waste water. They are all fenced except for the one closest to the 
buildings. It’s unclear as to how the young adult bull wandered into the first one, maybe he was fleeing a vehicle on the nearby 


Whatever the reason, he attempted to cross the football-field sized settling pond and began breaking through the deep layers of 
sodden wood fiber. We quickly hatched a plan and began gathering some rope, hip waders and snowshoes while Jeff grabbed a 
patrol truck, uniform and shotgun. It was important to be prepared for any eventuality! When we all rendezvoused at the site, 
we were faced with the saddest looking animal you could imagine. Utilizing the snowshoes to stay on top of the layers of fiber, we 
were able to approach the bull, fasten a chain knot around his neck and attempt to pull him free utilizing the winch on Jeff's 
patrol truck. Unfortunately, we could not pull him horizontally with sufficient force to drag him out without the risk of injuring 
him, so we needed a new approach. Mill staff came to the rescue and arrived on scene with a large, tracked loader equipped with 
a boom grapple.

Tricky GOLD ora 
TREAT? 


This is from 2007 Long Beach (California) Sig- 
nature Coin Auction #430. It’s an elusive 
Choice Uncirculated 1868 Gold Dollar (PCGS 
certified) which is sharply struck and satiny 
gold with bright yellow-gold colour. Generally 
well preserved; some wispy hairlines are seen 
in the left obverse field that limit the grade. 
Although the mintage of 10,500 pieces is not particularly low for the denomination. Mint State survivors are nonetheless scarce. 
Population: 12 in 64, 16 finer (12/06). Registry values: N2998) (NGC ID#25D4, PCGS#7567). Now this is the REAL COIN! 


Left is the fake, it is plated steel. Could you tell the difference? A key 
is it looks too good, and given you know Mint State is scarce, it’s 
highly unlikely it’s real. 


Premeeset? 


Right is a coin the seller claims “Back in 
1868, they produced a series of gold coins to 
commemorate various days of the year. 

This one was for Hallowe’en and is very 
valuable! Now I could not find any record of 
the supposedly special production claimed 
here, in any of the bona-fide U.S. numis- 
matic catalogues. 


Evidently these are also plated coins but are being promoted as “GOLD”. As with any coin, especially 
GOLD, Caveat Emptor (Let The Buyer Be Aware!). 
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Bosnia and Herzegovina 
convertible mark 


The Bosnia and Herzegovina convertible mark (Bosnian, Croatian and 
Serbian Latin: konvertibilna marka, Serbian Cyrillic: konnepru6usmHa MapKa) 
(sign: KM; code: BAM) is the currency of Bosnia and Herzegovina. It is 
divided into 100 fenings (Bosnian, Croatian and Serbian Latin: feninga, 
Serbian Cyrillic: dbeuuura). 


The names derive from German Mark and Pfennig, hence the occasional local 
spelling of the subdivision as pfeniga. Its ISO 4217 code is BAM; it is locally 
abbreviated KM (Latin) or KM (Cyrillic). 


The convertible mark was established by the 1995 Dayton Agreement and 
replaced the Bosnia and Herzegovina dinar, Croatian kuna and Republika 
Srpska dinar as the currency of Bosnia and Herzegovina in 1998. Mark refers 
to the German mark, the currency to which it was pegged at par. Since the 
replacement of the German mark by the euro in 2002, the Bosnian convertible 
mark uses the same fixed exchange rate to euro that the German mark has 
(that is, 1 EUR = 1.95583 BAM). 


Bosnian, Croatian and Serbian have a complicated case system. In combina- 
tion with the numbers 2, 3, and 4, nouns use the paucal form, which is marke 
in this case. In combination with numbers 5 or more, nouns use the genitive 
plural, or maraka. As for the fening, the paucal is feninga with a short 
unstressed a, whereas the genitive plural is feninga with a long unstressed a. 


These matters should be noted when one uses the local names in English. For 
example, "ten feningas” is incorrect as the final "a" in "feninga" already 
indicates the plural. The Central Bank of Bosnia and Herzegovina (CBBH) 
uses "fenings"” as the English plural. Likewise, "ten marks" is correct, not "ten 


marakas". 


In 1998, notes were introduced in denominations of 50 fenings, 1 mark, 5, 10, 
20, 50 and 100 marks. 200-mark notes were added in 2002, whilst the 
50-fening note was withdrawn from circulation on March 31, 2003. 


The banknotes are issued by the Central Bank of Bosnia Herzegovina, with 
distinct designs for the Federation of Bosnia and Herzegovina and the 
Republika Srpska, except for the 200-mark note. All current notes are valid 
throughout the country. 


The withdrawal of KM 5 banknote from circulation was recommended by the 
CBBH Governing Board in March 2009. The KM 5 banknote was legal tender 
until 31 December 2009 and commercial banks continued to accept KM 5 
banknotes until 31 March 2010. The KM 5 coin remains in circulation.

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In December 1998, coins were introduced in denominations of 10, 20 & 50 fenings. Coins of 1,2 and 5 marka were introduced 
later. The coins were designed by Bosnian designer Kenan Zekic and minted at the Royal mint in London. 


The 2 KM Bi Metal consists of an inner ring of gray cupro-nickel, the 
outer ring is of a golden 5.5% nickel brass combination. The edges of 
the coin are of a combination milled and smooth surface. The front 
of the coin is dominated by the denomination of the coin. The back 
of the coin is dominated by the left facing "Dove of Peace" placed in 
the exact center. Two indented and inverted triangles are placed on 
the top and bottom of the golden ring on both sides of the coin 
indicating the denomination for the sight impaired. 


The 1 KM consists of a single metal of 
nickel-plated steel. The edges of the coin 
are of a combination milled and smooth 
surface. The front of the coin is 
dominated by the denomination of the 
coin. The back of the coin is dominated 
by the placement of the country's coat of 
arms in the center of the coin. One 
indented and inverted triangle has been 
placed on the top and bottom of both 
sides of the coin indicating the 
denomination for the sight impaired. 


Fening details: 

Mint: Royal Mint, London 
Released into Circulation: 
with the exception of the 5 


5 KM coin is bi-metal coin which consists of two rings: 
inner ring which is made of nickel-brass in golden color, 
while outer ring is made of copper-nickel and it is grey- 
colored. The edges of coin are milled. The inner ring 
contains the denomination of the coin, while the outer 
ring contains text “Bosna i Hercegovina”, written in 
Latin and Cyrillic script. The inner ring at the back of the 
coin has a “Dove of Peace” and the year of minting 
“2005”, while the outer ring at the back contains text 
“Bosna i Hercegovina”, written in Latin and Cyrillic 
script.

The Wellington Circular 
Serbia 1 Para 1868 Obrenovich Michael IIT Coin 


KM#1.1 Standard Kingdom Coin—1.000g, Bronze, 15mm, Ruler:

Serbian: Muxauso0 O6peHosuh; September 16, 1823 — June 10, 1868) was 
Prince of Serbia from 1839 to 1842 and again from 1860 to 1868. His first 
reign ended when he was deposed in 1842, and his second when he was 
assassinated in 1868. 


Mihailo was the son of Prince Milos Obrenovi¢é (1780-1860) and his wife 
Ljubica Vukomanovié (1788-1843, Vienna). He was born in Kragujevac, 
the second surviving son of the couple. His elder brother Milan Obrenovi¢ 
II was born in 1819 but was frequently in poor health. He is stated as being 
the most enlightened ruler of modern Serbia. He advocated the idea of a 
Balkan federation against the Ottoman Empire. 


Initially, Prince Milos abdicated in favour of his firstborn Milan Obrenovic 
II, who was by then terminally ill and died after just month of rule. So 
Mihailo came to the throne as a minor, having been born in 1823, and 
acclaimed prince on June 25, 1839 upon the abdication of his father and 
death of his elder brother. He was declared of full age the following year. 


Few thrones appeared more secure, and his rule might have endured 
throughout his life but for his want of energy and inattention to the signs 
of the times. 


In 1842 his reign came to a halt when he was overthrown by a rebellion led 
by Toma Vuéié-Perisi¢, which enabled the Karadordevi¢ dynasty to accede 
to the Serbian throne. Eleven years later, Mihailo married Countess Julia 
Hunyady de Kéthely (August 26, 1831 — February 19, 1919), the daughter 
of Count Ferenc Hunyady de Kéthely and Countess Julia Zichy de Zich 
and Vasonkeé. The marriage was childless, although he did have at least 
one illegitimate child by a mistress whose identity has not been 
ascertained. 


Finally, Mihailo was accepted back as Prince of Serbia in September 1860, after the death of his father who had regained the 
throne in 1858. For the next eight years he ruled as an enlightened absolutist monarch. During his second rule People's Assembly 
was convened just three times, in 1861, 1864 and 1867. Prince Mihailo's greatest achievement was in persuading the Turkish 
garrisons to leave Serbia, in 1862 (when the Ottoman Army left the fortresses of Uzice and Soko Grad) and 1867 (when the Turks 
left their fortifications in Belgrade, Sabac, Smederevo and Kladovo). This was done with major diplomatic support from Russia 
and Austria. 


Mihailo wished to divorce his wife Julia in order to marry his young mistress, Katarina Konstantinovic, who was the daughter of 
his first cousin, Princess Anka Obrenovic¢. Both resided at the royal court at his invitation. His plans for a divorce and subsequent 
remarriage to Katarina met with much protest from politicians and clergy, as well as the general public. His astute and gifted 
Prime Minister Ilija GaraSanin was dismissed from his post in 1867 for daring to voice his opposition to the divorce. However, his 
divorce from Julia never took place. 


While Prince Mihailo Obrenovic gradually introducing absolutism in the country, against him were formed conspiracy. The main 
organizers and perpetrators of the conspiracy were brothers Radovanovic, who wanted to avenge for his brother Ljubomir 
Radovanovic who was in prison. Kosta Radovanovic, the main perpetrator of the murder was a wealthy and respected merchant. 
His brother Pavle Radovanovic was with him during the assassination attempt, and the third of the brothers was Djordje 
Radovanovic.

Frozen Planet Coin! 


The stunning wildlife programme 'Frozen Planet' is commemorated 
with a SGSSI coin release featuring a king penguin and its chick. 


‘Frozen Planet’ focuses on life at the two extremes of the world and is 
narrated by Sir David Attenborough - it is the most ambitious series 
on the polar regions ever undertaken. For four years, camera teams 
braved temperatures down to -50 degrees C, 200-mph katabatic 
winds, midnight sun and long dark polar nights to capture the 
essence of these remote and highly seasonal ends of the earth. More 
than 2300 filming days were spent in the field by small crews. The 
aim was to take the viewer on a journey through the polar regions — 
some of the greatest, least explored wildernesses on the planet. 


South Georgia was one of the key filming locations. Four major 

| filming trips were made to the Island by six different camera teams. 
But filming in South Georgia isn’t for the faint-hearted; 800 miles 
from the Falklands, over some of the roughest seas on the planet, this 
is an unforgiving place with no margin for error. The teams were 
deployed over a period of around 3 months, covering stories as varied 
as the whaling history to Shackleton’s epic walk, but by far the 
greatest effort was spent documenting the lives of the animals 
through the different seasons.

On 
October 3rd, 2011, Dr. Elizabeth White, one of the Directors of 
“Frozen Planet”, who herself filmed in both the Arctic and Antarctic, 
visited Pobjoy Mint to strike the first coin, the design of which 
includes the official BBC “Frozen Planet” logo.
